piace. 


The Government has. no 
doubt. made up its mind on 
various long-term reforms 
Well and good. But these 
last weeks of dishonest spe- 
culators and black-market- 
eers enriching themselves at 
the expense of consumer and 
State alike. crv aloud for 
instant and drastic counter- 
measures. These public ene- 
mies cannot be allowed to 
batten on our troubies: any 
pretence to be the aposties 
of free enterprise cannot be 
tolerated. While absorption 
of immigrants. upbuilding 
and security occupy everv 
thought and endeayour. 
there is no room for flagrant 
disregard of authority and 
statute. for callous exploita- 
tion of national difficulties 
If we do not demolish it. the 
doctrine of “every man for 
himself and devil t8ae the 
hindmost” may spell doom 
to the-voung State. It is a 
virus infecting our youth 
and our impressionable new- 
comers with _ the insidious 
creed that it is smart and 
even laudable to deceive 
Gevernment. whether your 
own or another Government 
being immaterial. 


What is to become of our 
resurgent State. what spirit 
and character will inform 

if itsedicts are. flouted” 
Laws and regulations are 
worth little if there is no 
strong enforcing hand. The 
consumer demands protec- 
tion from the minority flout- 
ing the lew only for its own 
enrichment. He also de- 
mands a reform in preset 
distribution methods.

At least a partial answer 
to this question has now been 
offered by the staff of John 
J. McCloy, United States High 
Commissioner. The men and 
women he -has assigned to 
analyse West German public 
opimion have just compiled a 
sober, careful study of the 
trends in that opinion since 
1946. Their findings. in a re- 
port laconically labelled 
“Some Background Attitudes”, 
could hardly be termed én- 
couraging. 


Nazism “Good Idea” 

The most spectacular con- 
clusion ts, of course. ‘hat 
which states that. between 
the end of 1946 and the end 
of last year. *he number of 
West Germans who thought 
Nazism was “a good idea bad- 
ly carried out” had sharply 
increased from an unhealthy 
45 per cent to an unhealthier 
59 per cent. By the end of 
1949. only 30 per cent of the 
Germans asked said flatly 
they *hought National Social- 
iem a “bad idea” 


Many qualifications of this 
conclusion are offered. Thus. 
the polisters have noted that 
‘hose Germans who held ideas 
bout Aryan race superiority 
have declined in 18 months 
from 43 per cent to “only” 
54 per cent. A growtng. num 
of those queried accept 
ed German responsibility for 
World War Il. (In November 
1947, only 26 per cent stated 
Germany was to biame for 
the War and by September 
1949. 37 per cent — still a 
definite minority, to be sure 

accepted German biame? 
Finally, the editors of the 
survey noted that the “up- 
ward ‘trend suggests that as 
the years pass more and more

analysts have found that some 
6u per cent would still pre- 
fer to leave political affairs 
to others. There has beer a 
gain in interest, but only a 
surprisingly ‘small one, since 
the Germans were given their 
own government. 


Another such finding is the 
lack of self-confidence in 
German ability to achieve 
democratic self - government. 
Again, the number expressing 
such confidence has increas- 
ea — but still only a bare 
50 per cent believe the "Ger- 
mans today could actually 
govern themselves democrat- 
ically.” 

Yet another is the strong 
German preference for eco- 
nomic security to civil Uber- 
ties. Consistently. six out of 
every ten questioned in the 
American zone, from 1947 
through 1949, answered they 
would choose economic se- 
curity. Ten per cent shrugged 
the question off with no 
opinion and only 30 per cen. 
chose freedom. 


For Western Union 


Not all of the enalyses re- 
corded in the survey are so 
discouraging. The Western 
Germans have, for example, 
consistentiy supported in the 
majority the idea of a 
Western European Union 
Some 60 per cent have fa 
voured the concept of such 
a union since eariy 194% 
A considerable minority has 
ventured no opinion, bu* only 
a few have been actuaily 
opposed to the idea. The Ger- 
mans also have indicated an 
increased interest in and sup 
port of she Atlantic Pact.
